THE PEACE TREATY. 


Versailles, June 28.—Germany has 


capitulated. Just five years to a day 
after the fatal shot was fired that 
killed Prince Ferdinand, the heir ap- 
parent to the Austrian throne, and 
which 
echoed 
around 
the world 


sounding the call to arms to all the 
great nations of the earth, peace has 
come officially. 
At a small table ii 


the center of the Great Hall of Mir 
rors in the historic old palace th< 
Germans accepted the terms that spel 
the doom of Germany as a great world 
power. It is the same room in whicl 
the arrogant Bismarck dictated the 
peace terms to France in 1S71. It 
th,e hall all representatives of the 
great nations were assembled aroum 
a gigantic horseshoe table, ii\ the 
center of which Premier Clemenceai 
of France occupied a seat. President 
Wilson, of the United States, was 
seated at his right and Premier Lloyd 
George of England, at his Ictt. The 
Germans were seated across the room 
and those whose duty it was to sign 
revealed none of the old Prussian 
arrogance. 
Marshal Foch was among 


the French delegates, but was not an 
envoy. 


Paris is en fete and a gala holiday 


has been proclaimed. The'people are 
clad in holiday attire and troops 
guarded the streets as the delegations 
to the momentus proceedings passed 
one by one. The cars bearing the 
delegates of the various nations car- 
ried flags designating- the nationali- 
ty of their passengers. 
As they ar- 


rived at the palace trumpeters an- 
nounced the arrivals and couriers es- 
corted the delegates to their seats. 


At 3:50 p. in. the signatures had 


all been attached to the treaty, which 
had taken 40 minutes to sign. 


News of the signing was flashed 


around the world by cable, wireless 
and telegraph.

Five persons, four being members 
of one family, were instantly killed 
when their automobile was struck by 
the Metropolitan express at ltideview 
Park crossing of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road, several miles east of Derry, Pa.

The sale of light wines and beer 
will not be intcrferred with under a 
decision of the department of justice. 


Instructions weut forward to federal 
district attorneys that the department 
would abide by the recent decision in 
the test case brought In New York and 
would not prosecute 'dealers selling 
beverages containing not more than 
two and three-quarters per cent of 
alcoho*. 


In permitting saloons to remain open 
for the sale of two and three-quarters 
per cent beer, tho department of just­ 
ice is understood not to forego tho 
privilege of prosecution later, if its 
contention that two and three-quarters 
per cent beer is intoxicating is upheld. 
In short, the question merely Is held 
in abeyance until a final decision is 
reached in the test cases. The supreme 
court cannot pass on the question be­ 
fore October. 


Laws for enforcement of both war 
time and constitutional 
prohibition 
were* favorably reported to the house 
of representatives by the judiciary 
committee. 
They define as intoxicat­ 
ing any beverage more than one half 
of one per cent alcohol. 


Consideration of the measure is not 
to begin until after the Independence 
day holidays, but prohibition leaders 
expect them to go through without un­ 
usual delay and they say their enact­ 
ment will serve to make illegal tho 
sale of light wines and two and three- 
quarters per cent beer, at least until 
the president declares demobilization 
completed. 


In the opinion of department of 
justice officials and many members of 
congress 
war-time 
prohibition 
will 
have no effect on the Reed amend­ 
ment prohibiting transportation of in­ 
toxicants into territory where its man­ 
ufacture and sale is forbidden by local 
law. 
Information has reached the de­ 
partment that many persons living in 
dry ferritory have stored quantities of 
liquor in “wet” cities with a view to 
transporting it after July 1, but en­ 
forcement of the Reed amendment will 
in no wise be relaxed. 


The general view was there was law 
enough for the present, and that the 
house would adhere to the plan out­ 
lined by leaders to let the whole pro­ 
hibition question go over until after 
the holiday recess. 


Members opposed to the drastic pro­ 
visions of the measure reported out 
.by the judiciary committee, gave no­ 
tice that thpy would endeavor to have 
these stricken out on I he (loor. 


From the other side came Intima­ 
tions that In some respects the. bill 
was not strict enough. It was said an 
amendment would be offered to elimin­ 
ate the section which would permit a. 
citizen to store liquor In his home, and 
the other clause which would make its- 
“use” lawful. 


Some of the outspoken opponents of 
prohibition, as soon as the house takes 
up the bill, will endeavor to have It 
separated and Immediate consideration 
given the part dealing with enforce­ 
ment of the war-time act. 


The main fight, however, will be on 
the definition of Intoxicating liquors, 
with a view to the elimination of tho 
words “more than one-half of one per 
cent alcohol.“ 
There will be other 
bills to make it two and three-quarters 
per cent, all of which, according to 
prohibition 
leadçrs, 
wilt 
be 
voted 
down. 


Attorney General Palmer, and not 
the war department, will have to ad­ 
vise President Wilson when demobili­ 
zation of the emergency forces has 
been complete, military experts said. 


The present complication of the mil­ 
itary establishment is so complicated, 
it was said, that a decision by the 
highest legal authority would be neces­ 
sary. 


The army is estimated to number a 
few thousand more than one million 
men, composed of regulars, national 
guardsmen in federal service, drafted 
men and volunteer recruits who recent­ 
ly enlisted for the one and three year 
periods.

“duration of emergency“ men, includo 
not more than forty thousand men at 
the most and the recently recruited

Than Ordinary Claims to 


World's Attention.

twice triplets and six times twins.

Cyrus then devoted 
himself to sculpture, do.signing a num- 
ber of soldiers' monuments and his- 
toric figures. Darius became a his- 
torical painter. 
His head of Christ, 


upon which ho labored 34 years, waa 
regarded as his masterpiece.

There is living at Bilbao, Spain, ft 
family of seven who between them 
possess no fewer than 104 fingers.

His 
falher lived to celebrate his one hun­ 
dred and ninth birthday, his grand­ 
father reached one hundred and thir­ 
teen, while his greatgrandfather was 
152 at the time of his death. 


Harlelan 
Miscellany a Scotch weaver and his 
wife who were the proud parents of 
62 children, 50 of whom reached their 
majority. 


Large as this family was, its fame 
pales before that of a Russian, one 
Ivan Wassilig, who was the proud fa­ 
ther of 87. By his first wife he had 
69 children in* the following order:’ 
Pour times quadruplets at a birth, 
seven times triplets and 16 times 
twins. 
By his second spouse he had 
twice triplets and six times twins.

may have joined us as we passed the Old 
Manse, but no one else was to be seen, 
when suddenly a ghostly procession came 
through the mist—six Old veterans just 
risen from their graves; four tiny boy 
scouts hardly yet born; and two young 
men of the present carrying a bugle and 
a flag. 


They went first to the British grave, 
and for the first time in history they laid 
on it England’s flag and a branch of New 
England apple blossoms; they saluted, 
blew a bugle call, and passed on to do 
the same for the minuteman and his flag. 


Then they stood in line on the bridge- 
each of the 12 threw a flower into the 
river and saluted, while the leader said: 
“We salute all the sailors who died in the 
Civil war." 


Then after a last ghostly bugle call 
they melted away into the piist. 
Was it 
the mist of past or future?—for they had 
saluted the three great facts of past, 
present and future history—the birth of 
democracy, the friendship of Anglo-Sax- 
onism, and the future peace of the world 
which will surely spring from It. 


to stand alone and even aloof, as 
Washington counseled, was to be pru­ 
dent. 
No alliance was possible save 
with that which they had just re­ 
nounced—kingcraft. 


Old Order Abolished. 


But “the old order changeth, giving 
place to -new.” Today, in 1919, the 
proper social desire of the individual 
is to “live in a house by the side of 
the road and be a friend to man.” And 
similarly, to live in the crossroads of 
the nations and show vital Interest in 
all that pertains to humanity is the 
proper attitude for the nation. 
The 
setting for the next act on the world 
stage must be big, enough for inter­ 
dependence and internationalism. In­ 
terdependence is life and opportunity 
for both. “We must hang together or 
we will hang separately.” 


By maintaining independence and 
aloofness the fathers hoped to suc­ 
ceed; isolation spelled safety, and so 
they trusted that a deep, wide moat at 
their front door, the Atlantic ocean, 
would keep their foes at a distance of 
3,000 miles, while they should gain 
numbers and wealth and experience in 
governing themselves. 
They minted 
coins bearing the*inscriptions, “Let Me 
Alone“ and “Don’t Step on Me,” the* 
latter beneath the figure of a coiled 
rattlesnake, and cutting themselves off 
from world politics and world inter­ 
ests they became a self-contained, self- 
sufficient people, enjoying free assem­ 
bly, free speech, free press and free 


religion, but making Americanism dan­ 
gerously near a big provincialism. We 
helped no other people to gain our 
glorious liberty. 
All was well if we 
were let alone by the political and' 
warring world. 


Autocracy In Rout. 


But a new world order has come in. 
The western hemisphere is all free. 
China has astonished the world by 
electing a president. 
“The bear that 
walks like a man” becomes lnimfln for 
a fortnight and is free—until his lib­ 
erty, mistaken for license* Enslaved 
him to the bolsheviki. France and 
Portugal are free; Great Britain, our 
ancient oppressor, is free and is our 
friend. The British empire is free, a 
galaxy of great self-governing peoples 
—Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa—all free, even though a 
figurehead king is its nominal head; 
but 
Lloyd 
George, 
democrat, 
not 
George V gutocrat, is the real ruler of 
the British empire! 


Now for “Peace on Earth.” 


Free peoples do not menace the tran­ 
quility of the world; they are not bent 
on conquest; they seek not to impose 
their will on their neighbors, even 
though the neighbor be weak and 
small. 
They covet nothing which is 
their neighbor’s. They stand for pcace 
on earth and good will« among men. 
The considerations alike of safety and 
ethics demand the observation of the 
golden rule among nations. 


On July 4, 1776, the old Liberty bell 
rang out in order to “proclaim liberty 
throughout all the land, unto all the in­ 
habitants thereof.” 
Suppose that on 
another July 4 it were permitted to 
raise its cracked and wheezy voice to 
do a bigger and far nobler thing: Pro­ 
claim liberty to all the oppressed of 
the world!

HEN the Revolution began 
Americans were still pio­ 
neers and straight shooters.

Washington 
had been all his life a soldier. It Is 
not surprising that American officers 
felt quite able to handle the military 
situation without assistance from the 
host of applicants for commissions 
from abroad. Therefore when Wash­ 
ington heard that a young Frenchman 
named Lafayette had left his wife and 
child and crossed the ocean to serve 
the American cause as a volunteer, 
without pay, he muttered: “One more 
incumbrance.” But Lafayette pleaded: 
“Give me a chance; I do not want to 
be an honorary soldier.” 


He went to Washington’s camp and 
there began a friendship which ran 
through so many years like an idyl. In 
1788 Brissot visited Washington at Mt. 
Vernon with a letter from Lafayette.

INCREASE IN NALAltY. 


The house bill providing an in- 


crease in salaries of public school 
teachers passed the senate finally on 
Tueidaj and was sent to the house 
for concurrence 
in senate amend- 


ments. The bill carries an appropria- 
tion of $0,000,000 for the next two 
years. It in probable it will go to 
conference. 
The 
bill provides that 


the minimum salaries shall be as fol- 
lows: 


Teachers holding provisional certi- 


ficates, $00 per school month; pro- 
fessional certificates or state normal 
school certificates, $70; state normal 
school diplomas, county permanent 
certificates, state permanent certifi- 
cates or college provisional certifi- 
cates, $80. Teachers who in 1918 and 
1919 
received 
less than 
$100 per 


school month but whose salary is not 
increased by at least 25 per cent un- 
der other sections of the bill are to 
receive an increase of 25 per cent 
those receiving between $100 and $150 
an increase of 20 per cent; between 
$150 
and 200 an increase of 15 per 


cent., and those receiving more than 
$200 a month an increase of 10 per 
cent. The school districts are to pay 
one-half of all increases and the state 
the other half. In addition to the 
minimum salary provided in addition 
to the portion of salary required to be 
paid by the state, the commonwealth 
shall pay to each teacher of a rural 
school holding a certificate $10 per 
school month. A rural school, accor- 
ding to the act, shall be taken i6 mean 
any one or t\vo room school not a 
high school situated in the open coun- 
try or center 
of population. Any 


school district that does not increase 
salaries in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the bill shall forfeit its 
right to share in any appropriation 
for the public schools of the state.

The dat\ resulting from the application of the army intelligence fest 


to the undergraduates of IJutgcrs college warrants the conclusion that the 
record of the college man in the years following graduation is not due 
primarily to the education he has received in the high school and the col- 


ji-.ru, but is the result of a remarkable* and extraordinary inborn intelli- 
gence. 


We have been told by college presidents and others, "Here we behold 


iho product of education"; whereas what we behold is chiefly the product 
of extraordinary capacity, given as a gift of Mother Xature, or heredity. 


Imperfect as is the army intelligence test, because of its emphasis 


on mere «peed, it is still capable of finding whether or not a man has the 
capacity required by the college.

I would not advise military intervention. Any strong power could 


conquer Mexico in sixty days. But it would be a shame and a crime to 
do so. 'What the Mexicans want is food, not force. 
About sixteen mil- 


lion of Mexico's seventeen million people will welcome Americans who 
come with food and the help they are entitled to. 


A few trainloads of food—beans, sugar and coffee—enough soldiers 


to police the country, about ten thousand men in all, and we can do a 
more profitable business in Mexico in a year than we can do in Russia in 
a lifctin^.

As a people we have always been regarded as 
extravagant, and the accusation is not unjust. 
We 
have been wasteful in many different ways, and in 
looking for compensation for all the cruel sacrifices we 
have been forced to make during the war one’s atten­ 
tion is called to the material benefits we can derive 
from the bitter experience if we are billing to learn 
the lesson. 
If we become a nation of savers instead 
of a nation of spenders some of thr sacrifices will not 
have been in vain. W hen the actual fighting was over 
ff our-interest in our country’s welfare rather “slumped.” 
It was, perhaps, the natural reaction from a long period of strain and 
excitement, but it was none the less to be regretted. Ou** country needs 
our assistance just as truly today as it did a ^ ’oar ago, and it is tin plain 
duty of every citizen, man, woman or child, to ask himself the question: 
“How can I help ?” 


One of the mrtst obvious ways is to give our financial support. Tins, 
however, differs from most of our war service in that it involves no sac­ 
rifice. 
It is absolutely the safest and most paying investment one can 
make, and one is no longer forced to argue that he should do this thing 
for his country’s sake, or for his soul’s sake, but it can now be put ou 
the lower plane of a thing done for one’s own interest which incidentally 
helps the nation’s credit. 


No amount of money is too small to be put away profitably in Thrift 
stamps, and there are always conveniently at hand places where the invest­ 
ment can be made,^including the postman at our doors and the schools 
where we send our children. 


When we open our purses we should address to ourselves the ques­ 
tion: “Am I spending this money wisely, or could I make better use of 
it?” The trouble is that if we do not take this matter imder more serious 
consideration than wo have in the past our country’s credit may be at 
stake. 


With an apology for the bad taste of a personal allusion, my children 
spend a portion of their money allowance each week for Thrift stamps, 
and the '¡ompetition involved in seeing who can possess the largest num­ 
ber has run the aggregate to a surprising extent. Thrift stamps and War 
Saving^ utamps haw the value not only of creating a fund for a definite 
purpose, such as the education of a child, but teach the \alue‘of money 
and the lasting returns which can be gotten for it, at the same time incul­ 
cating all the traditional virtues which ilo^w from saving a part of all the 
money coming into one’s possession. 


One of the permanent benefits that we can extract from this cruel 
and wasteful war, beyond the determination that it must never happen 
again, is the consciousness of a personal responsibility to our government, 
without which it cannot hope to hold the respect of the rest of the world.

Army Intelligence Test Proposed as College 


Estranee Examination 


By PROF. WALTER T. MARVIN, Rutgers College

The question, who is the college man ? has always meant who is the 
college man relatively to the remainder of the population? 
We have 
always known that the college man is an extraordinary person, that he has 
been selected from a vastly larger group; for he has formed but one or 
two per cent of the male population of America of his age. 


The data resulting from the application of the army intelligence fest 
to the undergraduates of Rutgers college warrants tbe conclusion that the 
record of the college man in the years following graduation is not due 
primarily to the education he has received in the high school and the col­ 
lege, but is the result of a remarkable and extraordinary inborn intelli­ 
gence. 


We have been told by college presidents and others, “Here we behold 
the product of education” ; whereas what we behold is chiefly the product 
of extraordinary capacity, given as a gift of Mother Nature, or heredity. 


Imperfect as is the army intelligence test, because of its emphasis 
on mere speed, it is still capable of finding whether or not a man has the 
capacity required by the college. This fact has suggested the substitution 
of an intelligence test for the traditional college entrance examination. 


Such a substitution is not only permissible but desirable, because 
it can be better trusted to tell us whether or not it is advisable for him, 
in his own interest, to spend four years in such an environment as the 
college instead of going at once out into the world to learn the trade 
or vocation that is to be his life’s career.

Famines That 
Had 
Mor« 
Than Ordinary Claims to 
World's Attention. 


Tliore is living at Bilbao, Spain, a 
family of seven who hot ween 
them 
possess no fewer than 104 fingors. One 
of thom has 23 fingers, another 21, 
while of the remaining five each can 
boast a couple of hands witli 12 fin- 
gers a pi ore. 


At Koshlllvo, Russia, a voi-y similar 
phonnmenon exists In the fifty or more 
doRcendants of a peasant with extra 
fingers 
on his hands, who married at 
the beginning of the last century, all 
of wimm are dowered with from one 
to five fingers in excess of the normal 
number. 


The last surviving member of what 
was perhaps the record family with 
regard to welglit was, In the person 
of Charles Atkins, a few years back 
Interred. at 
Harrow, 
England. 
He 
weighed 47G pounds, his brothers, who 
predeceased him, being no less than 
504 and 560 pounds. 
Tlie family record for longevity has 
! not been beaten since Robert Parr, the 
great-grandson 
of 
the 
celebrated 
Thomas PaiT, died in 1757 at the age 
of one hundred and twenty-four. 
His 
faiher lived to celebrate his one hun- 
dred and ninth birthday, his grand- 
father readied one hundred and thir- 
tepn, while his greatgrandfather was 
152 at the time of his death. 


There Is mentioned in the. Harlelan 
Miscellany a Scotch weaver and his 
wife who were the proud parents of 
02 children, 50 of whom reached their 
majority. 


Large as this family was. its fame 
pales before that of a Russian, one 
Ivan Wassillg, who was the proud fa- 
ther of 87. 
By his" first wife he had 
60 children in' the following order:

at 
a birth, 
seven 
times 
triplets 
and 
16 
times 
twins. 
By his second spouse he had 
twice triplets and six times twins. 


Undoubtedly the record for misfor-

belongs 
to

Belgian

named Adnet. 
The father, Jean Ad- 
net, was drowned; his wife committed 
suicide, while of his two sisters one 
was killed by the kick of a horse and 
the other by a blow received from a 
falling scalTold. 


Jean Adnet had six children, four 
sons and two daughters. 
Of these the 
latter perished through the overturn- 
ing of a pleasure boat. 
One of the 
sons was stabbed in a drunken brawl, 
another was crushed to death by a

while 
the 
remaining 
two, who emigrated to America, were 
slain in 1891 while fighting for Bal-

'Darius Cobb, artist, who died recent- 
ly, and Cyrus Cobb,

At fourteen both were paint- 
ing views of the Mississippi 
river. 
At sixteen they were both leading or- 
chestras, having simultaneously taken 
up the study of music.

Rev. Sylvanus Cobb. 


When the twins were nineteen years 
old they started painting, profession- 
ally, Cyrus painting the portrait of 
their fatlier and Darius that of their 
mother. 
At twenty they added litho- 
graphing 
to 
their 
accomplishments. 
In the Civil war they enlisted 
and 
fought side by side. 
At the close of 
the war came the first diversity in 
their activities. 
Cyrus then 
devoted 
himself to sculpture, designing a num- 
ber of soldiers' monuments* and his- 
toric iigures. 
Darius became a his- 
torical painter. 
His head of Christ, 
upon wliich he labored 34 years, was 
regarded as his nmsterplece.

cupfuls of flour sifted with two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, the yolk 
of an egg and the white beaten stilT 
and folded in. Pour this batter over a 
quart of berries from which the juice 
has been drained, and steam one hour. 
To make the sauce add a tablespoon- 
ful of flour Avith the same amount of 
sugar well mixed to the juice, cook 
stirring until well blended, add butter 
and nutmeg for seasoning. Cook until 
smooth.

To meet a heroic death in an at- 
tempt to save the life of a companion 
was tho sad fate of Paul Benedict, 
ag«d 14 years, 1 month and 12 days, 
son of "Mr. and !Mrs, Albert Benedict, 
residing on the farm of T, C. Little, 
of Ilanovfr, known as tbe Rohrbaugh 
farm, in Heading township, a short 
distance above the Hafer mill on the

i Paul Benedict, his two 
sisters and Frank Little, son of the 
owner of the farm, were

swinging pole whereby bathers throw 
thomsolvQs out into the deep water. 
The hovs were engaged at swinging 
on this polr when the Little boy, aged 
about 10 years, was thrown into'tJio 
Avator and when the Bonodict lad no- 
ticed the former was in distress ho 
wont tn his assistance and 
thereby 
lost his liie. 
Benedict labored nuin- 
fully to snve his fellow playmate but 
was un qT'ol to the task and evident- 
ly became so exhausted by his efforts 
thpt he • !ik beneath the weight of 
the boy h ' was trying to save. 
See- 
ing that their brother would in all 
probability be unsuccessful in his at- 
tempted rescue the Benedict 
sisters 
dived into the water, which was about 
12 feet deep, and managed to tow the 
Little boy to the shore.

Therefore when Wash- 
ington lieard that a young Frenchman 
named Lafayette had left his wife and 
child and crossed the ocean to serve 
the American cause as a volunteer, 
without pay, he muttered: 
"One more 
Incumbrance." But Lafayette pleaded: 
"Give me a chance; I do not want to 
be an honorary soldier." 


He went to Washington's camp and 
tliere began a friend«hlp which ran 
through so many years like an idyl. In 
1788 Brissot visited Washington at Mt. 
Vernon with a letter from Lafayette. 


Lafayette. 


He says Washington "spoke to mo of 
M. De Lafayette with emotion; 
he 
considers )ilm as his child," 
Later, 
Lafayette sent to Washington the key 
to the destroyed Bastlle, saying: 
"It 
Is a tribute wJiich I owe as a son to jny 
adopted father, as an aid-de-canjp to 
my general, as a missionary of liberty 
to its patriarch." 


French Eager In Liberty's Cause. 
The 
spirit of Lafayette was 
the 
spirit of liochambeau's army. 
A host 
of young French oillcers looked on the 
expedition as a crusade for liberty. anU 
crowded for places. 
Young BertiUer 
v^as a volunteer lit Yorktown. and Jie 
became a marshal of France. Viscouat 


De Noailles marched afoot the whole 
756 miles from Newport to Yorktown. 
Young Saint-Simon, Closen, Chastel- 
lux, a brother of Mirabeau, a brother 
of Talleyrand, Barras, later Director 
Barras, and many other 
enthusiasts 
for liberty were in the 
expedition. 
They understood Americans. 
Equality 
was 
the 
particular' American 
trait 
which impressed them most, and this 
idea 
was 
imported 
by them from 
America into France. 


Kochambeau placed himself and his 
army under the command of Washing- 
ton, 
The ragged Americans always 
had the right of the line. 
In case of 
equality of rank, the American oilicer 
always took command. 
Not so much 
as a cabbage was taken without pay- 
ment. 
Before Yorktown the Ameri- 
cans were not skilled in siege opera- 
tions, and Washington' gratefully ac- 
knowledged the service of the French 
engineers. The French fleet closed the 
river, and the surrender came. 
With- 
out that Frencli help we tremble to 
think what might have happened. 


Fired Lafayette's Ardor. 


• Toward the close of the year 1776. 
the duke of Cumberland, who was the 
brother of King George IH of England, 
was traveling in France, and one day 
he arrived at tl^e town of Metz, then a 
French possession, A certain count De 
Broglle, a veteran of many battles, 
was in command of the garrison, and, 
to do honor to his distinguished visitor, 
he Invited home of his,oillcers to meet 
him at dinner. Now It happened that 
the duke of ruml)erland was in dis- 
favor Willi his royal brolhei^he was, 
In fact, in banishment. 
He had lately 
received 
news 
that 
certain 
of 
his 
majesty's colonies in America had re- 
, »jelled and declared themselves free. 


^ 'lecllnlng to be suhji^ct any longer to a 
' tyrannical king. 
It would seem that 
the duke of (Himberland told thci'story 
with some gusto, as if he were not al- 
together sorry that his brother was in 
trouble. One ofllcer listened with par- 
ticular attention. 
Ho was a youth of 
jjlneteen, tall and thin, with a long 
nose and reddish hair. His solemn ex- 
I ) r e s s i o n and his somewhat awkward 
manner contrasted strongly with tin» 
frivolous ease and grace of the other 
young oilieers present. He was a nmr- 
quis of Jong descent, connected 
by 
marriage with one of tlie greatest 
families in France, and he luid at liis 
own disposition a very large income. 
He listened intently, he asked many 
eager questions, and when he rose 
from the table he hud made a moment- 
ous and historic resolution. 
He had 
resolved to abandon tho pleasures and 
lux-urles of the gayest court in thé 
world, even to leave his young wife 
and child, and to cast in his lot with 
these strange rebels in America, 
In 
his own words. "When first 1 heard of 
American independence, my heart was 
enlisted!" 
That young man was La^- 
fayette; and when the American army 
M-ent to the front in France, it merely 
paid a small part of the dt bt of grati- 
tude we owe that splendid young of- 
ilcer—that true nobleman. 


Appointed a major general by Wash- 


ington in July, be fought at the battle 
of Brandywine in September and re- 
ceived an ugly wound. 
Soon again in 
the saddle, he went through many vi- 
cissitudes and privations with Wash- 
ington at Valley Forge, his crowning 
exploit being the forcing of^the retreat 
of Lord Cornwallis, leading-to his sur- 
render at Yorktown, In 1781.-Although 
Washington and other famous Ameri- 
can generals had joined him previous 
to the surrender, Lafayette, \vlth a 
rfmall force, had initiated the rout-of 
Cornwallis at the battle of Albemarle. 
That the highest credit was due to La- 
fayette Is shown by the fact that 
Washington warmly thanked and com- 
plimented him in the presence of the 
troops, after the great surrender which 
practically ended the war, 


Patriot of Marbiehead. 


General Lafayette paid a tribute to 
Marbiehead, :^:ass., by making two 
visits to the people, by whom he was

On the 
jiïorning of the great event, it was dis- 
covered that the patriotic family wcu 
pylng the prope rty had cut olï ù sec- 
tion of the house, removing the oil'end- 
Ing corner and thus the coach was 
driven without a hitch tln-ough the, 
street.

FREEDOM OVER 
ALL THE EARTH 


Due Recognition of Human 
Riglits Now tlie Aim 
of IVIanldnd. 


Independence hall is holy ground at 
the entrance to which, like Moses at 


the bush of fire, 
one 
should 
re- 
move his 
shoes; 
but it pales into 
insignificance 
be- 
side Interdepend- 
ence 
hall^ which 
s o m e d a y 
we 
must build across 
the 
street 
from 
the "birthplace of 
American liberty." 
One hundred, two 
score 
and 
three 
years 
ago, 
the 
federation of the thirteen colonies into 
a federal union was a political event 
of prime import; today it is overshad- 
owed by flie thing of which Tennysoil 
dreamed. 
"The 
Federation 
of 
the 
World." 
The Declaration 
of 
Inde- 
pendence is a state paper of such sig- 
nificance as 'to stand in a class by it- 
self. It immortalized every man who 
Bigied it. . "These united colonies are 
and of right ought to be free and in- 
dependent states; absolved from all 
allegiance to the British crown; and 
all connection between them and Great 
Britain, is and ought to be totally dis- 
solved," 
So run the words of fire the 
Idealism of which was to be'made real 
If need be, by the lives, as well as the 
property and sacred honor of the sig- 
natories. 
But the Declaration of In- 
terdependence of all free peoples will 
overtop that of July 4, 1776, as the 
oak overtops the daisy. 


Great Patriotic Aim. 


But at that time independence was 
the biggest and best thing the fathers 
could purchaso in a war of ^even 
years. 
They could not enjoy the un- 
alienable rights of "life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness" while ruled 
by Great Britain, for to be subject to 
England meant to be robbed and ex- 
ploited, jailed or hanged'at the behest 
of a half-mad German, George III, who 
wore the British crown. 


And so the patriots proposed 
to 
stand alone, to be independent. 
They 
proposed an equitable self-rule on lines 
more liberal thart ever had been tried; 
there were to be neither kings nor 
iiinglets but rather a state of human 
equality. 


Across the water i't was a dark day 
for human rights. 
In all Europe lib- 
erty was eclipsed; there was not one 
free people, 
Monarchs were supreme 
and more or less tryannical; and so,

But I was never surprised at any rc-J^ 
semblance that appeared when your boys ' 
and 
ours 
stood 
side 
by 
side 
In 
the 
trenches. 
The minuteman of Concord is 
the ideal of the young Englishman of to- 
c^ay, who Hung himself over the top. giv- 
ing away his comforts and risking his life 
Tcr every man in his company. 
, 


We long to see England rich in just 
such young men as your minuteman, and 
you make the same prayer for America, 
so that In this, as in all the things by 
which men live, you and we have the 
same aims—liberty and the service of our 
country and our God. 
^ I saw a very beautiful expression of the 
feeling between us on Memorial day last 
year, says a writer in Scribner's. 
I went 
early in the morning to the Old North 
bridge with flowers i:or the minuteman; a 
Southern friend was with me, and the 
two lost causes, British and Confederate, 
were alone on the bridge. We laid flow- 
ers before the minuteman and on the 
grave of the two Britisli soldiers whose 
fate so moved Hawthorne. 
His spirit 
may have joined us as wo passed the Old 
Manse, but no one else was to be seen, 
when suddenly a ghostly procession came 
through the mist—six Old veterans just 
risen from their graves; four tiny boy 
scouts hardly yet born; and two young 
men of tho present carrying a bugle and 
a flag. 


They went first to the British grave, 
and for the first time in history they laid 
on it England's flag and a branch of New 
England apple blossoms; they 
saluted, 
blew a bugle call, and passed on to do 
the same for the minuteman and his flag. 


Then they stood in line on the bridge- 
each of the 12 threw a flower into the 
river and saluted, while the leader said: 
''We salute all the sailors who died in the 
CivU war." 


Then after a last ghostly bugle call 
they melted away into the pilst. 
Was it 
the mist of past or future?-for they had 
saluted the three great facts of past, 
present and future history—the birth of 
democracy, the friendship of Anglo-Sax- 
onism, and the future peace of the world 
which will surely spring from It. 


to stand alone and even aloof, aS' 
Washington counseled, was to be pru- 
dent. 
Ko alliance was possible save 
with that which they had just re- 
nounced—kingcraft. 


Old Order Abolished. 


But "the old order changeth, giving 
place to •new." Today, in 1919, the 
proper social desire of the individual 
is to "live in a house by the side of 
the road and be a friend to man." And 
similarly, to live in the crossroads of 
the nations and show vital interest in 
all that pertains to humanity is the 
proper attitude for the nation. 
The 
setting for tlie next act on the world 
stage must be big. enough for inter- 
dependence and internationalism. 
In- 
terdependence is life and opportunity 
for both, 
"We must hang together or 
we will hang separately." 


By maintaining independence and 
aloofness the fathers hoped to suc- 
ceed; isolation spelled safely, and so 
they trusted that a deep, wide moat at 
their front door, the Atlantic ocean, 
would keep their foes at a distance of 
3,000 miles, while they should gain 
numbers and wealth and experience in 
governing themselves. 
They minted 
coins bearing the*inscriptions, "Let Mo 
Alone" and "Don*t Step on Me," t h e 
latter beneath the figure of a coiled 
rattlesnake, and cutting themselves off 
from world politics and world Inttr- 
ests they became a self-contained, self- 
suflicient people, enjoying free assem- 
bly, free speech, free press and free 


religion, but making Americanlsm/lan- 
gerously near a big provincialism. We 
helped no other people to gain our 
glorious liberty. 
All was well if we 
were let alone by the political and' 
warring world. 


Autocracy In Rout, 


But a new world order has come in. 
The western hemisphere is all free. 
China has astonished the world by 
electing a president. 
"The bear that 
walks like a man" becomes hum.'^n for 
a fortnight and is free—until his lib- 
erty, mistaken for liccnse,. Enslaved 
him to the bolsheviki. France 
and 
Portugal are free; Great Britain, our 
ancient oppressor, is free and Is our 
friend. The British empire is free, a 
galaxy of great self-governing peoples 
—Canada, 
Australia, 
New 
Zealand, 
South Africa—all free, even though a 
figurehead 
king is its nominal head; 
but 
Lloyd 
George, 
democrat, 
not 
George V gutocrat, is the real ruler of 
Ihe British empire! 


Now for "Peace on Earth." 


Free peoples do not menace the tran- 
quility of the world; they arc not bent 
on conquest; they seek not to Impose 
their will on their neighbors, even 
though 
the neighbor be weak 
and 
small. 
They covet nothing Avhlch is 
their neighbor's. They stand for pcace 
on earth and good wilU among men. 
The considerations alike of safety and 
ethics demand the observation of the 
golden rule among nations. 


On July 4, 1776, the old Liberty bell 
rang out in order to "proclaim liberty 
throughout all the land, unto all the in- 
habitants thereof." 
Suppose that on 
another July 4 it were permitted to 
raise its cracked and wheezy voice to 
do a bigger and far nobler thing; Pro- 
claim liberty to all the oppressed of 
the world! 
Where 
is 
the man who would not 
wish to live in 
that 
good world? Surely not 
one would • pray 
with 
Simeon, "Lord, lettest 
thou thy servant now 
depart' in peace." 


Let all the free peo- 
ples of the world send 
representatives to meet 
in 
Independence 
hall. 
Let 
them 
create 
and 
sign a nobler document 
than that which the fa- 
thers made and signed; 
nobler and larger for 
one 
reason 
only—the 
^ 
new document will be 
the Declaration of In- 
terdependence. 


That declaration will 
enable all free peoples to stand against 
Oie aggression of autocratic spoilers. 
It will assert the solidarity of all who 
stand for freedom and who love their 
fellow men. It will set fai'th the grow- 
ing sense of human brotherhood. 
It 
will express in larger measure the high 
political Ideals of our time. 
It may 
not ring in a thousand years of peace," 
but it will herald that dawn— 
When light shall spread, and man ho 
llker man, 


Through aU the circle of tho golden year.

INTREASE IN SALAllY. 


The house biH providing an 
in. 
crease in salaries of public 
school 
teachers passed the senate finally on 
Tuesday and was a^nt to the house 
for 
concurrence 
in 
sonal e 
amend- 
ments. 
The bill carries an appropria- 
tion of $0,000,000 for the next two 
years. 
It is probable it will go to 
conference. 
The 
bill 
provides 
that 
the minimum salaries shall be as fol- 
lows: 


Teachers holding provisional certi- 
ficates, $G0 per school month; 
pro- 
fessional certificates or state normal 
school certificates. $70; state normal 
school 
diplomas, county 
permanent 
certificates, state permanent 
certifi- 
cates or college provisional 
certifi- 
cates. $80. 
Teachers who in 19Î8 and 
1919 
received 
less 
than 
$100 
per 
school month but whose salary is not 
increased by at legist 25 per cent un- 
der other sections of the bill are to 
receive an increase of 25 per cent; 
those receiving between $100 and $150 
an increase of 20 per cent; between 
$150 and 200 an increase of 15 per 
cent., and those receiving more than 
$200 a month an increase of 10 per 
cont. 
The school districts are to pay 
one-half of all increases and the state 
the other half. 
In addition to 
the 
minimum salary provided in addition 
to the portion of salary required to be 
paid by the state, the commonwealth 
shall pay to each tcarher of a rural 
school holding a certificate $10 per 
school month. 
A rural school, accor- 
ding to the act, shall be taken tô mean 
any one or two room school not a 
high school situated in the open coun- 
try 
or 
center 
of 
population. 
Any 
school district that does not increase 
salaries in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the bill shall forfeit its 
right to share in any appropriation 
for the public schools of the state. 
No paymenLs on account of any in- 
creases shall be made by the sta!" 
where the compensation of any teach- 
er or nurse is reduced for the school 
year 1919 and 1920 or in any subsé- 
quent school year below the compen- 
scLtion paid for the school year 1918

It is absolutely the safest and most paying investment one can 
make, and one is no longer forced to argue that he should do this thing 
for his country's saJce, or for his soul's sake, but it nan now bo put on 
the lower plane of a thing done for one's own interest which incidentally 
helps the nation's credit. 


No amount of money is too small to be put away profitably in Thrift 
stamps, and there are always conveniently at hand places where the invest^ 
ment can be made,^including the postman at our dooi's and the schools 
Nvhere we send our children. 


Whtm we open our purses we should address to oursslves the ques- 
tion: " A m I spending this money wisely, or could I malco better use of 
it?" 
The trouble is that if we do not take tliis matter under more serious 
considerivtion than we have in the past our country's credit may be at 
stake. 


With an apology for the bad taste of a personal allusion, my children 
spend a portion of their money allowance each week for Thrift stamps, 
and the «¡ompetition involved in seeing who can possess the largest num- 
ber has run the aggregate to a surprising extent.

Army Intelligence Test Proposed as College 


Eatrance Examination 


By PROF. W A L T E R T. MARVIN, Rutgers College 


The question, who is the college man ? has always meant who is the 
college man relatively to the remainder of the population? 
We have 
always known that the college man is an extraordinary person, that he has 
been selected from a vastly larger group; for he has formed but one or 
two per cent, of the male population of America of his age. 


The data resulting from the application of the army intelligence fest 
to the undergraduates of Rutgers college warrants the conclusion that the 
record of the college man in the years following graduation is not due 
primarily to the education he has received in the high school and the col- 
lege, but is the result of a remarkable and extraordinary inborn intelli- 
gence. 


We have been told by college presidents and others, ^'Ilere we behold 
the product of education"; whereas what we behold is chiefly the product 
of extraordinary capacity, given as a gift of Mother Nature, or heredity. 


Imperfect as is the army intelligence test, because of its emphasis 
on mere speed, it is still capable of finding whether or not a man has the 
capacity required by the college. 
This fact has suggested the substitution 
of an intelligence test for the traditional college entrance examination. 


Such a substitution is not only permissible but desirable, because 
it can be better trusted to tell us whether or not it is advisable for him, 
in his ovm interest, to spend four years in such an environment as tho 
college instead of going at once out into the world to learn the trade 
or vocation that is to be his life's career.
